It was declared that it was 
an effort by Mr. Castle, w ho is a com 
missioner to the assembly, to emhroi 
the Presbyterian church into politics 
“If this he politics, (¡od help tht 
church then if it does not go into 
politics.” said Mr. Castle, rushing t< 
the platform to defend his resolution 
Immediately the hall rang with til­ 
eries of commissioners attempting t< 
be heard. 
There were a fusillade of 
appeals, points of order, eti

Dr Little, the moderator, rapped it 
vain for order, but the turmoil cot 
tinned 
for ten 
minutes 
When 
If 
eould finally make himself heard. Dr

Ca us e of Twi li ght . 
Twilight is a phenomenon caused by 
atmospheric refraction. 
When the sun 
gets in low tiie horizon we are not fm 
mediately plunged into the darkness of 
night. Although the sun is below our 
horizon, rays <if solar light are bent or 
refracted by tbe terrestrial atmosphere 
aim] continue to furnish some slight 
illumination. 
The process continues 
with diminishing intensity until the 
sun is so far below the horizon that 
the refracting power of the atmos­ 
phere is no longer able to bend the 
rays enough to produce a visible ef­ 
fect 
The time nfter sunset that the 
sun reaches such a position varies with 
the latitude of the place. There is less 
twilight at (tie tropic zone than at the 
temperate or frigid zone. 
I his is due 
to less time taken by the sun’s rays to 
pass through the atmosphere, at the 
tropic zone the sun’s rays being per­ 
pendicular and at the temperate and 
frigid zones oblique
